Feels Strange In Canada | Suffering OF Jap Peasants 


Woman Has Spent Twenty Years At| Being Undernourished Most Of Them 
University In China Die In Their Forties 

After 20 years as mathematics; The following article by K. Yoshino, 
professor at the Chinese University) appeared in the Neve Weltbuhne, 
of Chengtu, Mrs. Frank Dickenson| Prague, Czecho-Slovakia. - 
said she felt “like any foreigner here, 
although I was born and brought up 
on Canadian soil.” On her third fur- 
lough, she will spend part of the 
time at Mount Allison University, 
Sackville, N.B. She will also engage, 
in research work at either Oxford 
or Columbia University with her 
husband who is head of the School 
of Agriculture at Chengtu. 

In China, she explained, she is a 
white foreigner, but back in Canada 
she found ways strange. Chengtu is 
2,000 miles inland from a railway, 
in Szechuan, one of the western prov- 
inces near Tibet. Not only is the 
University of Chengtu co-educational, 
but its many girl students from Rus- 
sia, China, Java and Korea are en- 
rolled in the School of Dentistry, the 
only one in the East. They also study 
medicine, science, chemistry and agri- 
culture in about the same propor- 
tions as men students. 

Asked about food in so isolated a 
locality, Mrs. Dickenson said meat is 
scarce and expensive. They have a 
yellow fruit with a very thick skin, 
about the size of three grape-fruits 
and with a similar flavor. It is call- 
ed pumulo, Her husband had intro- 
duced oranges after the war. 

“Then every year,” she said, ‘“Gen- 
eral Hengshe-Ho, the kind military 
governor of the province, sends us & 
gift of rose petals and dried rabbits. 
The rose petals are used to flavor 
icings and nuts and the rabbits are 
cooked, like every other sizable ani- 
mal, such as fish and chicken, with 
their heads on. And served that way 
too.” 

.Her small son, Luis, reminded his 
mother to tell about the butter baths. 
The Tibetans rub themselves with 
rancid butter once or twice a year. 
The rest of the time they content 
themselves with just eating it in 
their tea or massaging their hair 
with it. ‘We usually entertain Tibet- 
ans outside,” Mrs. Dickenson added. 


Soviet Union, if it needs more than 
the few divisions that are sufficient 
to deal with the Chinese generals, 
will the Japanese peasants obey 
orders cheerfully? 

In our village peacants work in the 
fields from ‘sunrise, not returning 
until the evening stars appear in the 
sky. They spend the whole day bent 
over their labor. Being undernour- 
ished even the strongest of them soon 
weaken, and most of them die in 
their forties. They have a _ sun- 
scorched, dry, dirt-colored skin, deep 
lines in their faces, thin stomachs 
with sharply protruding ribs, and 
blue spotches under their eyes. 

Their clotheg look like sacks. 
They walk barefoot, as do their 
wives and children. They are chary 
of words and mistrust outsiders. 
Every poor peasant would get drunk 
if he had the money, but our peas- 
ants never have any extra. They 
earn so little that they can hardly 
pay the interest on their debts and 
prepare for the next harvest. 

They have stopped eating meat and 
fish and cannot even afford rice. They 
live on the roots of plants, a little 
cooked wheat mash, and _ turnips 
boiled in salt water. 

More than three-fifths of the 
agrarian population ekes out a hun- 
gry existence in this way. Even the 
middle peasants are content if they 
can eat rice and some fish. The agri- 
cultural-police officials report that the 
peasants steal the pet animals of 
well-to-do people in. the towns, run- 
ning the risk of the severe punish- 
ments that are meted out for such 
a crime, The same police reports also 
state that the number of robberies is 
increasing day by day and that in 
many parts of the country peasants 
are uprooting the trees in the holy 
royal forests. 

The children of the poor peasants 
are undernourished. The prefect of 
the northern provinces: states that 
the school children in. his districts 
look aS if they were all suffering 
from jaundice. They go to school 
with empty stomachs and collapse 
unconscious during the recess periods, 
with the result that numerous 
schoolmasters have asked permission 
to give up recess temporarily. 


Many Missions In London 


Assistance Received Proves Giving Is 
A Christian Practice 

“It is more blessed to give than to 
receive.’ The text is true without 
doubt in an old and densely popu- 
lated city like London, England. The 
countless number of Missions under 
the direction of the different branches 
of the church are abundant proof 
that giving is a Christian practice as 
well as a virtue. There is the Shaftes- 
bury Society, “ninety years old and 
not out,” with its 185 branches of 
work, and its 5,800 voluntary helpers. 
Every good work, from the Bands of 
Hope to the Schools for Crippled 
Children, is prompted. Then there is 
the Seamen’s Mission for the hun- 
dreds of sailors who are in London 
at the Christmas time. At the docks 
there is the Queen Victoria Seamen’s 
Rest, where over 500 were given a 
Christmas’ dinner. The Dr. Barn- 
ardo's Homes have been carried on 
for sixty-eight years, receiving and 
caring for 116,178 boys and girls. At 
present there are 8,500 to be provid- 
ed for, and it is stated that ‘ten 
shillings will feed one child for a 
fortnight.” Its motto reads, “The 
Home which has never refused to ad- 
mit a child.” The Church Army made 
its appeal, one statement being ,“£10 
will give 120 old folk a real Christ- 
mas Dinner and Party.” The Na- 
tional Children’s Home is also calling 
for help, pointing out that “the bitter 
winds of adversity have left many 
children in the darkness’ and asks, 
“Will you light a candle?” ‘The Sal- 
vation Army last Christmas in Great 
Britain entertained 146,000 poor 
guests._-St. Thomas Times-Journal.

| Little Journeys In Science 


ELECTRICITY 
(By Gordon H. Guest, M.A.) 


The first observed electrical, effects _ 
were produced by rubbing amber, and 
the word electricity is derived from 
the Greek word for: amber, namely 
electron. Amber was uséa@ in spin- 
ning, the oldest handiwork known to 
the human race. Spinning was per- 
formed by means of the distaff, and 
sometimes the spindles were made of 
amber. The spinner called her spindle 
the “clutcher” because as the spindle . 
descended and whirled around, it 
rubbed against the loose’ feminine 
garments, thus becoming electrificd, 
and on nearing the ground, it at- 
tracted bits of chaff or leaves. 

It was not, however, until 1600 
A.B. that Dr. William Gilbert, sur- 
geon to Queen Elizabeth, and some- 
times referred to as the father of 
the modern science of electricity and 
magnetism, discovered that when a 
glass rod and about twenty other 
substances were rubbed separately 
with silk, these: bodies, like amber, 
became electrified. Many years later. 
it was observed that. when sealing- 
wax was rubbed with cat’s fur, the | 
wax took on an electrie charge, which 
differed from that of the glass.

of the kite string that lightning and 
electricity were the same. He was 
the inventor of the. lightning rod. . 
According to Franklin, any body is 


positively charged with electricity if 


it is repelled by a glass rod which 
has heen electrified by silk, and nega- 
tively charged if repelled by sealing-. 
wax which has’ been rubbed by 
cat's fur. These definitions, given us 
by the famous Franklin, are still ‘in 
use. Ray PLR : 

It was shown many years ago that 
when a glass rod is rubbed with silk, . 
the latter takes up a negative charge 
exactly equal to the positive charge 
of the glass. Thus, in general, it 
may be stated that positive and 
negative charges of electricity al- 
Ways appear at the same time and in 
exactly equal quantities.

Chailey Mill, in Sussex, has now been 
thoroughly restored by funds raised 
by Mrs. Kimmins, founder of the 
Heritage Craft Schools, and it is 
being used as a dwelling house in 
connection with the cripple home. 
Outwood Mill, in Surrey. has been 
supplied with a sound pair of sails 
from a Norfolk windmill that was 
demolished. Old Moreton Mill, in 
Essex, has been made watertight 
and repainted. It is estimated that 
there are still nearly 1,000 of these 
picturesque landmarks to be seen %n 
the English country side—some in 
good condition, many in urgent need 
of repair, but a large number in a 
derelict and dilapidated state. Hither- 
to it has been supposed that Bourn 
Mill, in Cambridgeshire, is the oldest 
in the British Isles, dating from 1636. 
An old tower mill has, however, been 
discovered in Sark (Channel Islands) 
which bears the date 1571 carved in 
stone over the balcony. It is owned 
by the Dame of Sark, who has in der 
possession receipts dating back 200 
years for the cost of repairs carried 
out on the mill by her predecessors, 
the Seigneurs of Sark.

Hens Are Protesting 


Ive Short Lives Under Modern Egg 
"Production Methods 

In the old days a hen was a hen, 
nobody paid much attention to a 
hen unlecs it were a chicken and 
well roasted, and an egg, generally 
Speaking, was an ege until it became 
known as a baby chick. The farmer 
didn’t identify his hens as individu- 
als, never knew the ones that laid, 
seldom knew where thvy laid. Some- 
body every two or three davs world 
go out with a pail to “gather the 
eggs” from odd corners about the 
barns. When “company” was coming 
for dinner the hired man caught and 
killed a chicken, and if it happoaned 
to give evidence of having been a 
“laying” hen it was too bad but bow 
could anvone know? 

Increases in the flock were more 
or less accidental. A wary old hen 
would find a hiding place under the 
barn or in a secluded®corner of the 
straw stack, lay there a “setting” of 
eggs, disappear from the sight of 
men until she emerged presently with 
a following of fluffy youngsters. Thus 
was the hen population maintained 
and all was well. Surplus eggs went 
to the store to be traded for oat- 
meal and sugar and other essentials, 
were a factor in the family’s eco- 
nomics, but the farmer was rather 
condescending towards the whole 
business and pretty much left the 
hens to his wife. ; 

There came a time, however, when 
the hen became a serious item in 
the farmer’s calculations: when eggs 
reached a figure that made them po- 
tential factors in paying taxes and 
meeting the interest on the mort- 
gage. The hen henceforh was treat- 
ed with a new respect, and in the 
more scientific agricultural circles 
was named, numbered, banded and 
registered. The hennery gradually 
was equipped with incubators and 
patent.nests, and hens once caught 
up by this regimentation no more 
might roam the barnyard foot-loose 
and fancy-free. Records were kept 
to sort out the non-layers—the I 
Won't Works of the chicken ranches 
—and by permitting survival of the 
fittest great strides were made in 
egg-production. 

But. even the lowly hen at last 
is making protest against the ruth- 
less efficiency of the modern poultry 
farm. Officials of the Massachusetts 
State College have discovered from 
their records that hens bred for high 
production “‘wear themselves out” in 
a few months, live short lives and 
presumably not very merry ones. 
Meek and inoffensive’ members of 
society, they yet resist the high-pres- 
sure propaganda of a mechanical age, 
‘make protest in the only effective 
means at their disposal. They have 
provided the Massachusetts poultry 
men with a ‘new objective—more vig- 
orous hens-able to lay at least 25¢ 
eggs a year and continue to live. 

If there is any moral to this story 
it is that even a hen can be driven 
too hard.—Ottawa Journal. 


Registers Wind Velocities 


New York Has Highest Instrument 
In World For Purpose 


The loftiest instrument in the 
world for measuring wind was re- 
cently installed at the top of the 
Empire State building in New York 
city. It is 15 feet above the top of 
the mooring mast, and 1,265 feet 
above ‘the street. 

The direction of the wind is in- 
dicated by a vane and its strength 
by a series of cups that tend to turn 
against the resistance of a spring— 
a so-called “bridled anemomeéter.” 
Electrically connected indicators, 
showing both direction and velocity 
of the wind, are located in the ob- 
servatories on the one hundred and 
second and eighty-sixth floors, in the 
luncheon club on the twenty-first 
floor, and by means of a dial mount- 
ed in an ornamental lobby panel at 
street level. 7 

Wind velocities as high as 110 
miles an hour have been registered. 


Heat Absorbing Glass 


Takes Warmth From Sunlight But | 


Lets Light Pass 

Window glass has bcen developed 
which takes the heat out of sunlight 
but permits ‘the light to pass. The 
heat-absorbing glass contains iron, 
and objects viewed through it have 
a greenish-blue color because some 
of the red rays of sunlight have been 
removed, Small amounts of iron in 
glass absorb ultra-violet and infra- 
red, the heat. rays of sunlight. 

The visible part of sunlight con- 
tains only one-third of the heat in 
the sun's rays and the new glass 
cuts out the invisible rays but per- 
mits most of the visible rays to pass. 
While the heated glass might be ex- 
pected to raise the temperature of a 
room as a whole, the effect on a per- 
son in the direct sunlight is much 
less than for ordinary glass. The 
glass is particularly suited to offices 
and factories.

Four years ago 50 
were killed by a landslide on Four- 
viere Hill and there was extensive 
damage to property. But the catas- 
trophe brought the remains of the 
amphitheatre very near the surface 
and it is now being excavated under 
the supervision of the Ministry of 
Fine Arts. Marble benches, columns 
and pieces of broken statuary have 
been found.

Cannot Predict Weather 


Meteorologist Says It Is Useless To 
Make Long-Range Forecast 

Weather during 1935 may be hot, 
cold or indifferent, but the chief 
weatherman — the meteorological 
bureau at Toronto—will make no pre- 
dictions. 

What the future holds in the way 
of weather is as much a mystery to 
the bureau as to the average citizen, 
John Patterson, director of the 
bureau, stated. Accurate forecasts 
can be made 24 hours: in advance, he 
said, but 48-hour prognostications 
can not always be relied upon. 

The forecasts of old-timers, who 
delight in calling the weather of. the 
various seasons, basing their predic- 
tions on the thickness of bark on 
trees, thickness of hair on animals, 
and other of nature’s protections for 
the periods, are viewed with interest 
by the | scientific branch. But the 
bureau, who tab the change in 
weather throughout Canada, make no 
attempt to deny or confirm the pre- 
dictions. , 

Even the appearance of the ground- 
hog Feb. 2, Mr. Patterson said, is as 
good as anybody’s guess as to when 
winter will end.

Beginning at about $25, the 
prices of these miniature cameras 
range on up and up and up. If you're 
really anxious to spend a hundred 
dollars on a camera, you'll have no 
trouble at all. However, you can 
stay in the general neighborhood of 
fifty dollars and get some amazingly 
beautiful cameras. By “beautiful” 7 
mean something so expertly dcesign- 
ed and constructed that there's 
sheer delight in handling it.

Provinces Will Endeavor When 
Possible To Effect Conciliations 


Before formulating mandatory pro-' 
posals, boards of review appointed by 
the federal government under the) 
Farmers’ Creditors Arrangement Act 
for the prairie provinces will exhaust 
all efforts at conciliation—but deb- 
tors and creditors generally should 
understand that if the parties do 
not gét together, then the boards, 
if in fairness to all concerned can 
formulate a proposal, they will do so. 

This point was brought out in a 
statement issued following a confer- 
ence of the boards at Regina. 

Those present at the mecting 
were; Mr. Justice Ewing, Stanley 
McCuaig, K.C., and H. B. McLeod, 
of Alberta; Mr. Justice Montague, A. 
B. Johnston, K.C., and W. G. Wroth, 
of Manitoba; Mr. Justice MacLean, 
G. W. Forbes, K.C., and Charles | 
Harlton, of Saskatchewan. 

When the conference of the prairie | 
province boards had concluded, the | 
followin’ tement was authorized 
for publ’ .tion: 

“The boards appreciate fully that 
the intention of the legislation is! 
that the farmers be retained on the! 
land as efficient producers, and with 
that thought, boards have been cre-!| 
ated as a means whereby comprom- 
ises or re-arrangements may be 
effected of the debts of the farmers 
who are unable to meet their liabili- 
ties as they become due. The! 
boards recognize as a farmer entitled 
to consideration under the act, that 
farmer who reasonably is endeavor-| 
ing to far mhis land in a proper man- 
ner and dealing fairly with his credi- | 
tors. They regard their powers under 
the act as being. very broad and in! 
dealing with cases that come before 
them, while considering priorities will 
recognize as paramount the necessity | 
in the proper cases of making that 
re-arrangement or that re-adjust- 
ment fair to the debtor and his credi- 
tors which will result in retaining 
the farmer on the land under circum- 
stances which it is hoped will mean 
that he can continue as an efficient 
producer. 

“The boards will give consideration 
to a classification of various kinds 
of debts and will be disposed to give 
special consideration to those debts 
in the same classification incurred 
for the necessaries of life or for the’ 
eflicient production of the land.. 
Where debts represent unpafd bal- 


ances in respect of the purchase price 


of chattels or land considered by a_ 
board unnecessary to the efficient 
operation of the farm unit, the credi- 
tor will be expected to give favorable 
consideration to taking the security 
back and cancelling the obligation.” 
“Creditors in some instances are 
stressing the policy of settlements on 
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; tinue the 


, benefit. 


the basis of bonus for performance 
In many instances this will be ac- 
ceptable and fair to the debtor and 


| creditors, but it is considered advis- 


able that the farmer should be re- 
moved not, only from his position of 
being in default but also that he shall 
not by any proposal formulated by 
the board be left where there is 
likely to be an early return to that 
default position. The boards pro- 
pose to exhaust all efforts at con- 
ciliation before formulating manda- 
tory proposals, but debtors and cred- 
itors generally should understand 
that if the parties do not get to- 
gether then the boards if in fairness 
to all concerned they can formulate 
& proposal they will do so, 

‘In many of the cases that have 
already come to the attent!on of the 
boards it has been noticeable that 
creditors have voluntarily consented 
to a reduction in the interest rate. 
Recognizing the undoubted burden of 
fixed interest charges, the 
hope that the trend thus 
will be maintained. 

“The boards feel that every reason- 
able effort that can be made to con- 
individual farmer in the 
position of being a ‘home owner’ 
should be made. 

“The boards would also draw the 
attention of all debtors and creditors 
generally to the fact that the courts

have already recognized a distinct 
_ difference between the terms ‘bank- 


ruptcy’ and ‘insolvency’. An un- 
fortunate result of the serious econ- 
omic depression and adverse climatic 
conditions has undoubtedly been to 
include a great number of farmers 
within the second term who do not 
come within the first. 

“The boards will expect debtors and 
creditors generally to co-operate in 
the working out of this legislation 
designed as it is for their mutual 
The boards are desirous of 
having settlements arranged whick 
are mutually satisfactory to debtors 
and creditors and believe that if al!

these difficulties with the traditional 
desire to get together and be of help 
so characteristic of the prople of! 
this country then settlements will be 
arrived at and a real contribution 
made, 

“The members of the board are 
particularly desirous of dealing with 
all cases that come before them in 
the fullest and fairest manner and 
are especially concerned that in deal- 
ing with the facts and circumstances 
of all cases they shall do so not as 
advocates for a particular interest 


| but as citizens concerned with mak- 


ing a real effort to assist their fellow 
citizens, both debtors and creditors, 
in their difficulties.”
